tour of military duty in China, and wish to 
bring to your attention, a cond dition of affairs 
which exists there, and which, I think, is of 


considerable interest to Canadian Education- 


Previous to the War, Br 
ents in Japan, China, the Phillipines, 
Settlements, and India, had been in the habit of 
sending their families back to England to be 
ducated. Sinee the outbreak of the War, owing 

to the restrictions on passenger service, due to 
the submarine campaign, this has been impossible, 
and there are now quite a number of boys and girls, 
and young men and women of British parentage in 
the cities of the East, who are not receiving the 
edugation which their parents desire them to have. 
A number of them have been brought to American 
institutions, especially to those on the Pacifie 
Coast. 


fhege people have a very hazy idea 


of Canadian Edueational matters, and do not know 
that they can receive in Canada, the very best 
education, and that,under the British Flag. They 
would prefer to come here if the matter were pro- 
perly explained to them, and as long as the Pacific 
remains open, increasingly large numbers of these 
young people will come to this Continent for their 
education. 


This matter may not interest you, as 
President of the University, but it is suggested 
that it might be of considerable interest to the 
Principals of Primary and Preparatory Schools, in 
and ebout toronto. iI have brought the matter to 
your attention as the President of my Alma Mater, 
so that if you consider the matter warrants any
